“Maos intention was to do things 
well for the people and to push the 
revolutionary cause forward，he 
devoted his whole life to this 
ideal.” 

In the article，Huang said Mao 
made two major errors. The first 
was Mao's failure in the mid- 
1950s to_ shitt from political 
campaigns and class struggle to 
methodical economic ”develop- 
ment:. The result, Huang said，was 
that Mao became iiimPpatient for 
more and quicker results and he 
formulated policy. 

DISORDER 

The second- was his failure to 
distinguish between his eritics who 
were disputing Specific ”Policies 
and the enemies of socialism who 
opposed the Pparty across the 
boardq.“This resulted in 10 years 
of great disorder ， during the 
Cultural Revolution,”he said. 

Huang recalled a meeting he 
had with Mao. He said, “Mao's 
brain showed signs of over-excite- 
ment，and therefore very easy to 
In 1959，Huang 
-was dismissed from his post as the 
chief political commissar of the 
army, together with Marshal Peng 
Teh-huai，the defense minister， 
for their criticism of the Great 
Leap Forward， 

Huang also criticized Mao for 
his 。 “carelessness during his`latter 
years.…“He was not in touch with 
reality，and seldom met with the 
common people,，” Huang wrote. 
“He didn't even bother .to follow 
the democratic ways.” Huang 
urged the entire party to take this 
as a lesson，and to understand 
Mao's situation with love and 
Tespect， 

CRITICISM 
He rejected the sharp criticism 
of Mao， that is spreading in China 
, today,“Some people take criticism 
of Chairman Mao to the extreme， 
and some even speak as 让 he had 
not 3 single redeeming feature. 了 
think this is not right， Not only 
does 让 run :contrary to the 
essential facts, it is adqisservice to 
the party and the people，Huang 
Saijd.

The hotline，553-1111，which 
was instituted by the Mayors 
Office and the SF Police Depart- 
ment .as Chinese New Year ap- 
proached, ia 24-hour telephone 
emergency manned by bilingual- 
CETA-paid workers who trans- 
ferred emergency information oO 
to _ the appropriate ， police or 
ambulance dispatchers， Although 
calls ranged from none to five OF 
six a night，most all were emerT- 
gency sitautions which demanded 
immediate attention，

who manned the phone from 3 to 
2 pm daily and received a 和 
CETA 


Imonthly salary of $427， 
administrators recently told_ him 
that he should begin seeking other 
employment，in case the CETA 
budget is cut. The city would not

Although the hotline was 
Particularly well:publicized mor

BEIJINGC 一 China warned that 
there is a grave danger of Soviet 
intervention in Poland, and firmly 
allied itself with the West in 
Oopposing“outside interference”in 
the crisis. 

Premier Zhao Ziyang told a 
Japanese delegation last week that 
China， the US， Japan and 
Western 上 Europe “should unite in a 
joint effort to _ contain the Soviet 
hegemonists.” 

A New China News Agency 
commentary qdescribed a Soviet 
invasion of Poland as being almost 
inevitable，which could lead to 
increased 下 ast-VVest tensions， 

” ”China had originally indicated 
hope that political and ecomomic 
chamges in Poland would pave a 
road for other communist nations 
to step away from Moscow's ip- 
fluence，and seek closer ties with 
Beij 闻 g. Soviet intervention in 
Poland would frighten other 
Eastern 了 uropean nations and 
hinder this type of movement， 

“At a time when the Soviet 
Union is stepping up its military 
threats against Poland, it is all the 
InOre Decessary to 0pDpose outside 
interference and uphold the 
Principle of letting the Polish 
people solve their own problems,” 
the New China News Agency 
Said.

Hearings Discuss Garment 


Industry Regulations 


SAN _ FRANCISCO 一 -Public 
hearings will be held next week on 
proposed new state regulations 
that would require the registration 
of garment manufacturers， The 
hearings will be held April 20-21 
in the State Building Auditorium ， 
107 S$. Broadway in Los Angeles; 
and on April 22 to 23 in the City 
Department of Health Auditor- 
ium，101 Crove Street，SE，All 
hearings start at 9 am. 

Due to the passage last year of 
Senate Bill 545,，sponsored by Sn. 
Joseph Montoya - (D-Whittier)， 
garment manufactures will be 
requijred to register with the state 
labor commissioner “beginning 


July 1. 
CONTROL 

“California lawmakers recog- 
nize that substandard “working 
conditions exist for many of the 
workers in _ Californias garment 
industry. This law，the first of its 
kind in the US，is designed to 
insure that the rights of garment 
industry ， workers are ， not 
abridged,”explained state labor 
commissioner Albert Reyff: 

This _ registration requirement 
will provide for greater control 
and supervision of garment factor- 
ies,， Reyft believes.“It will give us 
more authority to take action 
against violators (of labor laws)， 
and permits civil penaljties to be 
brought against violators,，” he 
Said 

I .garment manufacturers do 
not register,， or are found guilty of 
violating laws, then this new law 
will allow enforcement agencies to 
confiscate goods. This confiscation 
clause will provide a crucial 
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“self-enforcing” -aspect since con- 
tractors will be less likely to 
purchase goods from garment 
和 actories where they know that 
wage, health，or other labor laws 
are being violated, Reyff said . 
INSPECTION 

The states 29 labor commission 
offices emPploy a total of some 200 
People who are responsible for 
enforcing labor laws，Many of 


these work from offices to process 


complaints and-set up investiga- 
tion procedures，The inspection 
activities of the others are centered 
记 。“concentrated enforcement 
programs” which target the 
garment industry and restaurT- 
ants for labor violations，These 
inspectors using ， methods 
“Somewhat more scientific than a 
Sixth sense” 一 are trained to look 
for pecularities 记 employment 
and production ， records， Reyf 任 
Said， 

Regulations regarding employer 
responsibilities; registration，con- 
fiscation，anda bonding require- 
ments 一 as outlined in SB.545 一 
will be the subject of the 
Upcoming hearings. Copies of the

Self-Help Offers 
ID Assistance 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Self-Help 
for the Elderly is again sponsoring 
a special identification card Pro- 
gram for seniors. The three-year- 
old ,Program Provides free assis- 
tance in filling out the application 
for an ID card from the Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles. Over 120 
applied at SelfHelp for the ID 
cards before the April 13 deadline. 

“Many elderly people cant go 
to the DMV by themselves， ex- 
plained Rosalyn Wong，Self-Help 
stafft member. “Many can't even 
walk. Or they are afraid to travel 
such a long distance on the bus.” 
And evenm if the elderly does arfive 
at the DMV, there !IS no guarantee 
that someone there will be avail- 
able to help him fill out the form， 
Wong said. 

Convenience is the key to the 
program. In addition to applica- 
tion assistance，a representative 
from the DMYV will come directiy 
to Self-Help and photograph the 
applicants. The ID may be used to 
cash checks in banks，Ppick up 
packages in post offhices and help 
identify the _ elderly if he or she 


ever gets lost， 

“Some of the seniors have 
names and addresses printed on 
pieces of paper,， salid Wong. “We 
wanted to provide something more 
permanent to identify themselves 
if they get lost.” 

The DMV IDs are also easier to 
replace than most other IDSs such 
asagreen card or health care card. 
In frequent cases Where 3a Senior 1S 
pickpocketed or robbed and loses 
his_ green card，he or she _ might 
have to wait up to one and one- 
half years for a replacement， 
Wong said.

ID program，Selft-Help also pro- 
vides an escort service to the

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CPC Offers Training 
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For Postal Jobs

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The Us 
Postal Service has openings for the 
position of machine _ distribution 
clerk in SFE，and for those .who 
apply by the April 16th deadline， 
the_Ehinese Postal Club (CPC) 
will offer free practice classes. 

“Itll take a few months to test 
everybody,” explained Chris- 
topher Choy，CPC trustee. “The 
practice classes will help people to 
do better on their tests by giving 
them examples and test tech- 
niques.” He said the postal service 
expects about 10.000 applicants. 

COUNSEL 

No experience is necessary for 
the position，but you must be 3 
permanent resident alien OF Us 
citizen. The job does，however， 
require much concentration，acC- 
cording to Choy.“Meost people al- 
ready have the mechanical dexteT- 
ity.” he said. 

“The post office is getting more 
mechanized, explained Choy. 


”Instead of people standing there 


sticking letters in pigeon holes， 
(the Postal Service) is hiring more 
people to _ work the machines. 
The new clerks will use typewriter- 
like machines to Sort letters at 
about a rate of one per Second. 

One ofthe goals of the CPC is to 
“counsel and train members of the 
Chinese community for entry into 
employment with the Postal Serv- 
ice，said Choy. ”This (Opening) is 
one of the better-paying jobs for 
such little experience. Starting pay 
is about nine dollars an hour. They 
have these openings once maybe 
every twWo,， three years， for a very 
short period of time.” 

The CPC was founded in 1948 
when there were only 17 SF postal 
workers from the Chinese commu- 
nity， Now there are over 1000 
working in the Postal Service. “In

SANTA BARBARA 一 On the 
old stomping grounds of the

Chinese speakers of a number 
of dialects spoken ip northern 
China, They were the guests of 
the University of Inner Mon- 
golia. 

China is a vast country，Li 
Says， Whose People speak a 
large number of dialects be- 
longing to five major Chinese 
dialest families，。 They -also 
speak a considerable number of 
languages that are outside these 
groupings.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 During 
the Spring of 1943, the 4,000 Japa- 
nese Americans of the 442nd Regi- 
mental Combat TIeam were gtven 
the nearly Impossible mission of 
creating a diversionary action on 
the western anchor of the German 
Gothic Line in Italiy. Enemy guns 
were in complete control, and the 
section had deftied Allied assault 
for over five months. 

AMAZING 

Under a personal redquest of 
GOeneral Mark Clark，the 442nd， 
later to be known as the most 
decorated unlt for its Size and 
length of service in the history of 
the US with 18,143 individual 
decorations for valor，began their 
mission in the dark before dawn. 
They climbed up a vertical hill and 
reached their position for the 


attack. In the next 32 minutes, the 
4;000 imen of the 442nd took two 
key mountaintop enemy outposts， 
thus providing the major route 


that eventuajlly destroyed the 


enemy"Ss wesStern Section. The 
“Gothic Line,” holding its own ftor 
almost six months,，was broken in 
32 minutes by a_ group of men 
whose Simple motto tells their 
story:“GO For Broke.… 

This and many other stories are 
captured at the “Go For Broke” 
exhiblit now open to the public at 
the Presidio Army Museunm. 
Through photographs，dioramas， 


memorabilia，a slide show，and a 


documentary flm，the exhibit tells 
the story of the 100th Battalion 
and the 442nd Regimental Combat 
Team whose men included Nisei 
(Second generationmn Japanese 
Americans) from Hawalii and the

museum director Eric Saul said .

HONG KONG 一 The .1976 
census “estimated _ there “were 
38,870 disabled persons in :HK， 
but gave no indication as to how 
many were capable of working. 
No matter their numbers, finding 
employment forthe disabled is not 
an easy task, according to a recent' 
article in the Sout 岂 CRPina Morm- 
训 g Post. 

Since jlast July，the task of 

helping the disabled find employ- 
ment has fallen to the Labour 
Department's ，Selective Place- 
ment Service，Finding work for 
the disabled was Previously the 
responsibility of a_ unit in HK's 
Social Welfare Department，and 
the Imentally handicapped still 
come under that unit， 
Jack Sung, head of the Selective 
Placement Service，believes that 
taking the ， service from Social 
Welfare and putting it into the 
Labour Department helps dispel 
the notion that hiring a handi-

Chinese Scientists Hot on 


Trail of Hubei -Wild Man- 


BEIJING 一 A country girl 
frightened by ahuge, apelike man 
last summer has put Chinese scien- 
tists closer on the trail of the “wild 
man”of Hubeil. 

The 7-foot-tall creature covered 
with reddish fur that the young:girl 


in the Shennongjia Mountains 


claimed to have seen left 12-inch- 
long footprints，indicating to 
scientists that they are not dealing 
with something that is just a Super- 
stition . 

According to a Zos 4718eles 
Tes report，the footprints are 
smaller but similar to prints 
Chinese scientists have been col- 
lecting in the past year's search for 
the “wild man” of the Shennong- 
jia Mountains in east-central 
China's Hubei province. The ac- 
tual Sighting of the creature was 3 
breakthrough in their Tesearch.

Huang Wanpo, researcher at the 
Academy of Sciences Institute of 
Paleoanthropology and Vertebrate 
Paleontology and organizer of the 
search， said the “wild man” is an 
evolutionary relative of man. 

Huang believes the“wild man” 
is a_ descendant of the giant apes 
whose fossils go back 200,000 
years. The otherwise extinct 
Species may have-been able to 
survive in small numbers in the 
heavily ， forested,， 10,000-foot 
Shennongjia Mountains with their 
adjacent 7.000-foot plateau and 
deep valleys, Huang argued. 

Reports of a “wild man ”in 
Hubei have _ existed throughout 
China's 4.000 years of recorded 
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history; but most scientists be- 
lieved the creature was only a 
giant baboon or an Unknown Spe- 
cies of bear. 

Analysis of the 2,000 fresh foot- 
Prints， hair, feces and nests found 
during the past year's search shows 
the “wild man” is neither bear， 


nor ape, nor human. 


NESTS 

Most of the footprints collected 
were 18 inches long and showed 
strides of more than Six feet. From 
this，the Institute of Paleoanthro- 
pology and Vertebrate Paleontol- 
ogyhas deduced the “wild man ”is 
about ' 812 feet tall and weighs 
about 5$530 pounds when fully 
grOwn. 

The footprints are human in 
general form except for the out- 
ward turning big toe，scientists 
said. The “wild man” frequently 
makes nests of woven bamboo but 
moves into 10-foot mountain caves 
in the winter.， Piles of excrement 
showed the creature to be omniv- 
orous, eating both bamboo shoots 
and small wild animals. 

Scientists traveled more than 
4,000 imiles over 580 square miles 
of mountain tefrritory ,without 
Sighting one of the creatures; who 
are believed to live in several small 
tribes. None of the creatures has 
ever been photographed. 

A newsreel documentary of the 
search has aroused the interest of 
the Chinese， according to the ZL 4 
Tey report，and newspapers in 
the Shennongjia area have chron- 


icled the expedition at length. 口

Senate recently passed a bill that 
would make it illegal to kill cats or 
dogs for food. The measures spon- 
Sor，Sen， Marz Carcia (及 -Menlo-

teaching recent Southeast Asian 
imamrfigrants that dogs and cats 
should not be eaten in the US9. 

The bill upset many who felt

not Imake good sense nor is 计 
fiscally prudent to use a law to 
educate Southeast Asians to the 
fact that it is frowned upon in our 
Society to eat dogs and cats. Using 
alawtomodify acultural practice 
is unnecessary， Americans do not 
require a law to refrain from 
slaughtering pigs and cows for 
food in countries that consider 
such a practice impermissible. 
Educational -approaches will be 
sufficient to correct a culturally 
different practice,” commented 
state board of education member， 
Dr. Allan Seid. 

Seid recentljy urged Assembly- 
man Papan，who is chair of the 
Assembly Rules Committee， to 
vote against the bill, SB 49,which 
will be considered by his com- 
mijttee， 


Oakland Port Gets 


Ultimatum on 
Minority Hiring 


OAKLAND 一 The Oakland 
Commtunity Organizations (OCO) 
recently gave the port commission 
anultimatum on minority hiring， 
charging that the port has broken 
Promiises to provide more jobs for 
the citys unemployed minor- 
ities.

Debbie Chan gives blood she 
continues a family tradition of 
passing some of her good fortune 
along to others， 

“When my father would win at 
the racetrack he'd say it was good 
luck to give part of the winnings to 
SOmeone else So _ that your good 
luck would continue,”Chan said 
“ITm pretty Strong，and giving 
blood is a painless way to give, 工 mm 
fortunate that I can give blood 
and don't need to receive any.” 

SIMPLEE 

Donating blood was not a 
tradition in the Chan family， In 
fact，Chan and her four brothers 
and sisters were SO_healthy that 
they rarely went to doctors as 
While donating last 
Friday at the SFS Irwin Memorial 
Blood BanKk，Chan admitted that 
she still doesnt like to look at the 
needle while its in her arm. 
However, she said donating blood 
is a simpble，rewarding and pain- 
less Drocedure， 

The Irwin Memorial Blood 
Bankis alarge modern building at 
270 Masonic Ave.，where every 
etftort'is made to make the donors 
feel comifortable. Although 10 
million units (Dints) of blood are 
needed in the US each year，only 
5 双 of eligible blood donors 
actually give， It is easy to see whby 
blood banks such as  Irwin 
Memorial treat donors as Special 


people. 
The Blood Bank's courteous 
treatment of its donors was 


evident as Chan went through the 
Process of giving blood 

Chan，who has donated twice 
before at the Blood Bank，regis- 
tered at the front reception desk 
and then_ answered a series of 
questions _ about her medical 
history， 

To be an eligible donor，one 
must be between 17 and 66 years 
old and weigh a minimum of 110 
]bs， Individuals -with _ chronic 
diseases，wWho have had hepatitis 
or who are Pregnant are excluded. 
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La

A _ nurse took Chans tempera- 
ture and pulse，then pricked her 
finger to perform a simPple herma- 
tacrit test to measure the amount 
of red blood cells in her blood. 
After these testgs，Chan_ had her 
blood Pressure taken and then sat 
back in a reclining chair to have 


her blood drawn, Anurse inserted 


a _ needle into her arm，As Chan 
made a light fist her blood flowed 
through the needle into a long 
tube and then into a small plastic 
pouch.， Within 10-15 minutes a 
pint of her blood 一 the standard 
donation amount 一 had been col- 
lected : 

Chan was relaxed and talked 


comfortably throughout the -pro- 


cedure, “It really doesnt hurt,” 
she said as her blood was being 
extracted， When she was through 
donating she “walked to the 
refreshment counter where Blood 
Bank volunteers serve beverages 
andq baked goods to the donors， 
“TI feel just fine,” Chan said,- 
helping hersejt to a cup of coffee 
and a bran muffin。 From- regis- 
tration to refreshments，the entire 


procedure took around 45 
minutes. 
Within  a few hours after 


donating, the body restores blood 
to _ its original fuid volume， 
though it takes up to eight weeks 
tO ITeproduce the donated red 
blood cells. For this reason a 
person Iay donate only once 
every eight weeks，and not more 
than five times a year， 

CREDIT 

According to Annie Wing， 
public information officer at the 
blood、bank， Irwin Memorial 
needs 10,000 donors a month to 
meet the total blood,.needs of all 
patients in SFE，Marin，Napa， 
Solano，Shasta，Siskiyou，Modoc 
and Trinity counties. The Masonic 
Ave.，center houses the labor- 
atories where all blood is tested， 
stored and dispensed to the 43 
hospitals in the eight counties. 

Blood is also collected there，as 
well as at the downtowm center at 
760 Market Street，at eenters in 
San Rafael， Vallejo 
Redding，and at mobile units、A 
private，non-profit organiza- 
tion of the SF Medical Society， 
Irwin Memorial is the only blood 
bank in this area, Wing said. 

- As at a real bank， donors receive 
credit for the blood they give. The 
credit can go to the donor，to a 
friend or family member， or to a 
grouD Or company account， 


and . 


Chans donationm was credited to 
the group accoupht of her 
employer， 
Commerce. 

By accumulating blood 
credits， a person ”can reduce 
expenses by almost one-half 让 he 
or She ever needs to receive blood. 
Each unit of bjood normally costs 
the Patient $65， This supports 
Irwin .Memorial，which receives 
no other funds, Wing explained. 

VITAE 

Of the total charge，$35 is a 
non-refundable processing ，fee， 
but the $30 non-replacement fee is 
refunded for each- unit of blood 
donated. A person has up toa year 
after receiving a- transfusion to 
donate,，or have friends or family 
members donate in his or her 
name，Companies，churches and 
organizations cften establish 
group accounts for their members， 
Wing said.- 

The only source for blood is 
human donors， Blood is vital for 
major Surgery，accident victims， 
exchange transfusions for infants 
and  _ treatment of lnesses 
including hemophelia and cancer， 
Wong explained. Irwin Memorial 
meets the needs of the counties 刘 
Serves but constantly needs donors 
to refill its Supply of fresh，usable 
blood， 

Once blood is received at 人 
Memorial it:is thoroughly tested 
for hepatitis，VD and antibodies， 
to make sure the donor was 
healthy,， Biood type ii also 
determined for each” donation , 
Types O positive (the universal 
donor) and A positive are the most 
common， among Asians and 
among the general Population， 
and account for 73 双 of all blood 
in the US. Type B and AB and O 
and A negative occur less fre- 
quently, Wing said. 

After testing and typing，the 
blood ,is separated into three 
components 一 plasma，Pplatelets 
andq red blood cells，By trans- 
fusing only the needed com- 
ponent rather than whole blood， 
each pint of blood is used more

MACAO 一 The University of 
卫 ast Asia，the first university for 
Macao，was inaugurated here 
March 28,， Located at a 25-acre 
site on the Taipa Island，the 
university will begin classes this 
September.

OAKLAND 一 The Chinese 
trading ship docked at the Port of 
SF last week looked nothing like 
the vessels from Chinas maritime 
past. A huge, modern ocean liner， 
the Xi Feng 天 ou 一 along with 
two other Chinese ships 一 :is part 
of a newly-scheduled _ regular 
SerVice IToute between Shanghai 
and the US West.Coast，a route 
that both Chinese and US offi- 
cials hope will increase China's 
role as an international trading 
partner. It is the first run of 
Chinese ships to the US since 1949. 

China is already active in inter- 
national shipping，which accounts 
for 80% of China's total foreign 
trade. The China Ocean Shipping 


Company (COSCO) carried more 


than 40 million tons of cargo last 
year, calling on 420 ports in more 
than 160 countries. Expanding 
trade is a high Priority for the 
Chinese; 

Through their recent contacts 
with the ports of SF and Oakland， 
COSCO has not only increased 
trade with the US，but has also 
studied modern shipping tech- 
niques to bring back to China. 

POTENTIAL 

For US ort officials，China， 
with its popujation of one billion， 
has enormous Potential as a 
shipping Partner，but the US 
should not approach China with a 
“gold rush mentality,”explained 
Bob Middleton of the Port of 
Oakland. 

China _ exports 1largely light 
industrial goods，such as textiles， 
clothing and toys， and food- 


stuffs. They imPport grain from the - 


US，and cotton which they them 
use in their textile factories to 
produce export items，China also 
iimmports Some heavy industrial 
equipment from the US，but 
according to Middleton，is more 
interested in studying the equip- 
ment that in purchasing it in large 
quantities.

了 However ” containerization ”Te- 
quires certain innovations “ 训 
shipping technology. 

Wharves must be constructed 
that can Support up to 1,000 lbs. 
per square foot of container 
weight, and there must be Proper 
lifting _ equipment to move con- 
tainers from ocean to ground 
transport. Containers can be 
packed or unpacked at the dock， 
but the method is more efficient 
when cargo is ptt into containers 
at the factory:

largest container port in the world 
and the largest on the VWest Coast， 
Available land and accessibility of 
ground _ transportation gave 
Oakland an edge over SF 训 
containerization， Middletom ex- 
plained. Oakland  _ currently 
handles 11 million tons of cargo a 
year, SFEonly 3 million . 

It is not Surprising，then，that 
China turned to the Port of 
Oakland to learn about 
containers.;In April，1979 a dele- 
gation from the Port of Oakland 
became the first group ， of 
American port _ officials to be 
invited toChina to make technical 
presentations on Port develop- 
ment， construction， Operations 
and transportation services. They 
visited Beijing，GCuangzhou，and 
the ports of Xingang，Wangpu 
and Shanghai. 

After returning 位 om the 12-day 
visit，Port of Oakland's executive 
director Walter Abernathy com- 
mented,“The Chinese Tecognize 
that 这 they .are to trade with 
industrialized nations，they must 
modernize their ports. There- 
fore, :they ,are interested in 
learning as much as possible about 
the jlatest shipping and “cargo 
handling technology,… 

Abernathy's- comments proved 
to be correct, for a year later， in 
the summer of 1980, five Chinese 
port officials travelled to the Port 
of Oakland to spend a month in' its 
port management training PITo- 
gram. The program was initiated 
in Nov.，1978 :for a group of 
Korean port officials, and includes 
on-site jinspection as well as class- 
room instruction. 

The group studiedq port opera- 
tions，dqocumentation procedures， 
and the organization_ of govern- 
ment, business and transportation 
in the US. They enjoyed some of 
the cultural life in the -Bay Area， 
were welcomed by local officials， 
and even met President Jimmy 
Carter， whose July 3 visit to 
Oakland coincided with their 
Stay. 

MODERNIZE : 

“They clearly think highly of 
Oakland, ”Middleton said 

Since the port officials”visit to 
Oakland, China has taken steps to” 
modernize its facilities， Ta 天 zw7mg 
Pao reported April 2 that two 
specialized container wharves are 
under construction in Shang- 
hais No. 9 district. The terminal 
will be capable of taking vessels of 
up to 20,000 tons.，and will add 
1.8 million tons to the district's 
Present annual handling capacity 
of 3.3 million. The district 
Presently has six wharves capabie 
of handling vessels of over 10,000 
tons，

million and is expected to be 
completed late next year, The port 
is _ also_ planning to import :four 
overhead cranes for lifting con- 
tainers at the dock and about 30 
trucks for hauling the containers 
away from Port.
